Americans who are being asked to 
conserve food for Europe may get 
a more urgent request — to save 
more food now so that their own 
future supplies may be assured. 


Secietaiy of Agriculture Ander- 


son raised this possibility last 
night in analyzing the govern- 
ment'* latest crop report whidh. 
showed that the grain supply did 
not improve in September, as of- 
ficials had hoped it would, and 
that the outlook for next year's 
wheat is not bright. 


Although the report showed a 


boost of about 51,761,000 bushels 
in the corn estimate over a month 
a,go, this was largely offset by 
a corresponding drop in stock of 
old-crop corn. 


In other words, the next grain 


supply situation is about the same 
as last month when a cabinet 
food committee asked Americans 
to reduce grain consumption at 
least 100,000,000 bushels this crop 
year in order to help hungry areas 
abroad.

The possibility of further belt 


tightening was laised by the out- 
look for fall-seeded grains in the 
Great Plains. 


Reserves Will Be Small 


Pointing out that reserves o£ 


wheat at harvest time next year 
will be small, Anderson said ''it • 
may be necessary to save1 grain 
for a greater^ carry-over (reserve)j 
as well as for export."

Houses- are 
mostly plaster or adobe, mostly 
white and are painted only every 
five or 10 years and look as •white 
as snow. Draperies only have to 
be cleaned once in five years. In 
this thickly settled residential dis- 
trict is a farm, a regular one — 
barns, cows and everything. We 
motored- through one district of 
beautifully kept lawns and flower 
gardens.
